A fern - Gleichenia absida (Bwarf Coral Fern) This rare 
fern was originally found growing with Gleichenia 
circinnata (Pouched coral fern), "south of Arthur's Range" 
in Tasmania, but was not again noted until about 1954 
when a collection was made on Mount Federation in the same 


area, It is the only species of true fern which is 
confined to Tasmania,
